HIGH ALTITUDE PROBLEM 


Dear Don: 


have question that has been 
bugging for several months; 
concerns the vacuum-controlled 
power valve carburetor. 

Vacuum-controlled power valves 
are designed open when the pres- 
sure the engine’s intake manifold 
reaches certain value. What 
have been unable determine 


whether this value changes the 
elevation the road which the 
car being used changes. paper, 
making the allowances that would 
seem necessary for changes atmos- 
pheric pressure, appears that the 
pressure the elevation became 
higher. reasons for this determi- 
nation are that the spring that opens 
the valve acts against combined 
force exerted manifold vacuum 
and atmospheric pressure and that 
elevation increases, this 
comes less while the force the 
spring remains the same. 

asked lot mechanics about 
this and tried find the answer 
several books have but neither the 
mechanics nor the books have pro- 
vided any enlightenment. you 
have any information this, 
you know where might find 
answer?

From all indications, power valves the type 
you describe open approximately the same 
manifold pressure high they 
sea level. Personal experience with 
Rochester two-throat carburetor proved this 
and information received from carburetor 
engineer verified findings. 

made tests with exhaust gas analyzer, 
which gives adequately prompt response 
power valve opening indicating the richer 
mixture delivered the carburetor the 
engine, altitudes ranging from below 
level approximately 6400 feet above sea level. 
all instances the power valve started open 
approximately inches vacuum. 

One effect that altitude does have the 
relationship the opening time the power 
valve manifold vacuum that the range be- 
tween the opening time and the engine's 
idle crusing vacuum becomes smaller 
tude increases. The change just less 
than inch vacuum for each feet 
altitude. This means that less opening 
required high elevations reach the power 
opening point. Some 
facturers have recognized this condition and 
supply special high-altitude springs for power 
valves the carburetors used their engines. 
These springs lower the opening point the 
valve that the difference between idle and 
vacuum and the opening point remains 
closer that for sea level conditions. 

Because the approximately 5000-foot ele- 
vation Denver, you might possibly decrease 
your fuel consumption installing such 
spring one available for your carburetor.
